Regulations Made 
Block Awards 


By Commission 

The junior college student com- 
mission voted and passed on the 
following rules and regulations 
governing the awarding of Block 
“S” letters at the regular meet- 
ing last Tuesday: 

General Rules 

1. Only those students who 
have participated in conference 
competition or who are eligible 
to participate in conference com- 
petition are to be granted awards. 

2. Only those students who 
complete and pass in 10% units 
of work during the semester in 


which they participate in the 
sport are eligible to receive 
awards. 

Football 


A total of 60 minutes of play 
in conference competition and 
the recommendation of the coach. 

Basketball 

A player must have partici- 
pated in two-fifths of the total 
number of halves of conference 
play, and have received the re- 
commendation of the coach. 

Baseball 

A player must have partici- 
pated in two-fifths of the total 
number of innings. of conference 
play except in the case of the 
pitcher and catcher where one- 
fifth of the total number of inn- 
ings of conference play is suffi- 
cient. The recommendation of 
the coach is required for each 
player: 


Track 
One “first” or two “seconds” 
in any three-way conference 


meet, or a total of 11 points in 
conference meets, or one point in 
the “B” conference meet. Recom- 
mendation of coach. 

The names of all students who 
qualify and are recommended by 
the coaches are to be submitted 
to the commission together with 
records certifying that they have 


«the above qualifications. Awards 


for football will be made at the 
end of the fall’ semester when 
it will be possible to determine 
the status of the participants un- 
der general rule 2 as _ above. 
Awards in.all other sports will 
be made approximately three 
weéks before the: end of the 
spring semester and students who 
are passing in the required num- 
ber of units at that time will-be 
considered eligible for an award. 
The names of players who 
have not:qualified for an award 
according to the above stand- 
ards but who, in the opinion. of 
the coach should be given special 
consideration may be submitted 
to the commission with a written 
statements from the coach con- 
cerning the reasons for such 
special consideration. In no case, 
however, will persons be con- 
sidered for awards who do not 
qualify under General Rules 1 
and 2 above.
